Never before has there been such a 
flood of Christmas mall. Already what

felt in the outgoing shipments in the 
Peru and the Alameda. The two ships 
took away seventy and fifty-two sacks, 
respectively, and from the receipts at 
the local office, It is expected that the 
Sonoma and Coptic will carry between 
them 200 sacks of mail. So great IB the 
ush that unless mail Is in early the 
registry division may not be able to 
utndle It. The rush is on for these 
ships, as they are the very last by 
which mail may be sent, even to the 
Coast. 
The next regular mail Is by 
.he Aorangi, on the 18th, and that fol- 
owlng to San Francisco by the Ameri- 
ca Maru, December 20th. 
The extent of this mail Is Indicated 
by comparison with the mall of last 
rear. There were at that time four 
ships whose mail came In the holiday 
class. December 7th the Coptic took 
.77 bags; a week later the Zealandia had 
«, and the next day, December 15th, 
the America Maru had 30 bags. The 
Alameda, the last of the ships whose 
mall would reach San Francisco before 
the holiday, carried only 18 bags. This 
shows a total of 217, while the mail of 
this season Is expected to exceed those 
figures by 100 bags.

FEDERAL SANITATION. 


The special advantage In getting the 


Federal government to take bold of the 
sanitation of Honolulu as It has done 
of the sanitation of Havana and.Ma- 
nila. IB financial. It costs a great sum of 
money to run the business of. the Ter- 
ritorial Board of Health in proper foi.m 
and .an epidemic, such as may. occur al 
any time, is not only too expensive for 
a treasury with full coffers but even 
for. 
one with an overflowing surplus. 


Our treasury has .money enough < to car- 
ry on ordinary public business for six 
months but it cannot meet extraordi- 
nary drafts. 
Even with plenty of 


money, past health boards were unable 
to keep the 
city clean. • After/the 


cholera things went from bad to worse; 
and the report printed in this paper 
on January 1, 1900, was astounding. 
Sanitary conditions are now far from 
satisfactory, and If they become much 
worse we may have a, recrudescence of 
the plague. 


It Is not necessary to wait for an out- 


break to get the Federal government 
at work in the way we have suggested. 
Every important city save this one, oc- 
cupied as a resell of the,Spanish war, 
was promptly taken in hand and made 
sanitary, though in none was .there an 
epidemic at the time. The work was 
precautionary. 
Such .work Is needed 


here. We do not .see why, if Havana, 
Matanzas, Santiago, Ponce and Manila 
have had the benefit of Federal sanitary 
work, Honolulu should be denied It. We 
are so placed that, if some pestilence 
arises, grave Interests of the United 
States In this sea would be threatened 
and perhaps jeopardized. 
Here is a 


possibility which ought to be treated 
In the same way that similar possibili- 
ties are treated elsewhere.

ica; Africa's coast is girdled; even 
antipodal Australia and .New Zealand 
have been reached; 
but the Pacific 


ocean yet remains to be spanned. The 
great girdle around the globe will never 
be complete until the little gap is filled 
between America and Asia. Then the 
modern Puck will be able to put his 
"girdle round about the earth," not In 
forty minutes, but in that many sec- 
onds. 
, 
The wond' r is, as one of our states- 


men recently said, not that vast oceans 
have been spanned by cable, but that 
this vastest of oceans has not been 
crossed before. 
That the nineteenth 


century should have come and gone 
without a submarine cable connecting 
the continents adjacent to the Pacific 
is almost inexplicable. It need not be 
argued that there is a great need of it; 
we know that for many years there has 
teen agitation respecting It, and with- 
in three years emergencies have arisen 
that have demanded its completion. 


Several times within the past few 


years attention has been called to the 
fact that congress is legislating about 
the granting of a charter for the build- 


_ ing of a transpacific "cable. 
Private 


companies have offered to construct it, 
both with and without the aid of gov- 
ernmental subsidies, and yet the proj- 
ect has hung fire. Since -.he acquisl 
tlon of Oriental territory by our gov- 
ernment, since the annexation of Ha- 
waii and taking of Midway or Wake isl- 
and, the cession of Guam and 
the 


Philippines, 
we have had a, chain of 


islands stretching in an uneven line 
from our western coast to Asia, form- 
ing, as it were, stepping stones across 
the Pacific. They are rather far apart, 
to be sure, and to connect them will re- 


Th« fourth route, which la the one 
surveyed and practically selected, is 
that between California and the Phil- 
ippines, via Hawaii, the Midway and 
Guam, with a cable to Hongkong and 
perhaps another to Yokohama. This 
route dips southwesterly 
from our 
coast until below the tropic of Cancer, 
reaching about Its southern limit at 
Guam, thence westerly to Luzon and 
northwesterly to Hongkong. 
, 
Still another route across the Pacific 
is that surveyed and coveted by the 
British government for the completion 
of an all-British line around the world, 
or. rather, two routes have been sur- 
veyed—the first between Vancouver, In 
British Columbia, via Uniak and the 
Aleutian archipelago, to Japan, a dis- 
tance of about 3,600 mlleer; and the sec- 
ondi to connect Australia and British 
Columbia via the Fljls, not far from 
7,000 miles. 
Australia and New Zealand are con- 
nected with the continental system by 
cables southward from China and In- 
dia, and eight years ago Queensland, 
Australia, waa united with the French 
colony of New Caledonia, which lies 
about 800 miles northeasterly of Aus- 
tralia, or approximately half way to 
the Fiji islands. This has sometimes

ago with reference to the laying of a 
cable between California and Hawaii 
and only last year Lieutenant Com 
mander M H. Hodges on the collier 
Nero made a ten months' survey 
proposed routes between our western 
coast and the Asian Islands. His ob 
Jectlves were San Francisco and Yoko 
hama, taking in the Philippines, Guam 
Midway island and Hawaii. Between 
the time of leaving San Francisco anc 
the return the Nero spent 288 days and 
19 hours, steamed 29,283 knots and pu 
In 240 days of actual work. "To th< 
best of my knowledge," reported Com 
mander Hodges, "I do not believe a ca 
ble route was ever so extensively and 
thoroughly surveyed and developed, 
believe the result of the survey prove: 
the route to be eminently satisfactory

Both the British and United States 
governments feel the necessity of con- 
trolling absolutely at least one tele- 
graphic cable between the home coun- 
try and outlying possessions, owing to 
strategical exigencies that are sure to 
arise In case of war. In truth, our ex- 
perience at and rffter the outbreak of 
hostilities in the Philippines, when Ad- 
miral Dewey was cut off from com- 
munication with his government, and, 
laving cut the British cable, then in 
lostile bands, had to send his com- 
munications first to Hongkong by ship 
and then run the risk of safe trans- 
mission around Asia, across Europe or 
under the Mediterranean and across 
the Atlantic, are still fresh in mind. 
The route taken by Dewey's messages 
which electrified the world and gave 
us news of the destruction of the Span- 
ish fleet Is also the only one available 
at present. A message must first trav- 
erse almost two-thirds the 
distance 
around the globe in order to reach a 
point only one-third of that distance 
away 
The advocates of governmental own- 
ership of the proposed trans-Pacific 
cable have strenuously opposed1 any 
granting of charters to private com- 
panies. One of the principal opponents 
of private ownership is Representative 
Corliss, of Michigan, who fought the 
measure looking to the granting of 
rights to the Pacific Commercial Com- 
pany two years ago and -who, It was 
recently reported, called on President 
Roosevelt to enter his protest against 
the granting of landing privileges to 
that or to any other company. He be- 
lieves that the commerce of the Pacific 
will warrant the Immense outlay that 
the construction of a cable would In- 
volve, and also that the government 
would benefit immeasurably not only 
by the saving in tolls, but by its free- 
dom from oversight and hampering re- 
strictions in time of war.

Chinese classics of a high order com- 
prise a valuable library, which Is an 
important factor in the conduct of 
the Chinese library and reading room 
In Palama. in a building adjoining the 
Palama Chapel, opposite Liliha street. 
For several months the reading room 
has been open to the public of that 
thriving and Asiatic community, and 
every nlglu the room is crowded with 
Chinese, Japanese and Hawaiians. Vis- 
itors not only find books there on Chi- 
nese literature, but papers and pamph- 
lets printed In Japanese, and many of 
the English publications are to be 
found on the shelves and tables. 
Over the front -entrance of this In- 
teresting place Is a sign both In Eng- 
lish and Chinese. It merely says, "Chi- 
nese Library." The building Is almost 
a portion of Palama Chapel, and In 
fact an entrance Is gained to the chap- 
el through this room. Through the ef- 
forts of .Rev. Frank Damon, who Is 
largely Interested in the work of edu- 
cating young Chinese In Honolulu, the 
site was given over to him for#the 
uses of a library, reading room and 
meeting hall where religious services 
could be held. The addition was built 
last May, and since then it has been 
a success in every way. 
There arc 
chairs for about fifty persons, and the 
reading tables wUl acrtmmodate many 
students. 
The hall is plainly furnished, but, 
as it is only designed for use as a 
reading room, where passers by among 
the cosmopolitan populace of Palama 
can drop In at their leisure, it answers 
for all purposes. Upon the walls are 
colored charts showing flowers, bulbs 
and their component parts; there are 
also anatomical charts, and maps, oi 
different countries. Tilted shelves run 
around the walls, on which are to be 
found magazines printed in English 
The tables are generally covered with 
Chinese and Japanese books. 
On one side are two large bookcases 
with sliding glass doors. These hol< 
the library .proper, there being severa 
hundred classics 
Installed 
therein 
which are yalued at about $700. Thi 
books were donated by wealthy Chi 
nese and young-Chinese who have re 
celved an English education. 
Nearly 
all the books are paper-bound, and In 
stead of being placed on end as in 
English libraries, they are laid one 
upon another, the titles being stamped 
on the -exposed ends. This library :s 
read only by Chinese of higher Intelll 
gence, as the subjects are of such a 
nature that the ordinary Chinese min< 
cannot grasp them. This Is the rea 
Chinese library 
It is conducted as 
library association, of which a large 
number of Chinese are members, wh 
pay stipulated monthly dues for the 
privilege of taking out the books. I 
Is looked after by the Rev. Mr. Wong 
pastor of the Fort street church. 
Miss Whlteman, who came here from 
Utah a couple of years ago to do mis 
slonary work among the Chinese, i 
In charge of the reading room. Thi 
general direction of all the 
Chines 
work, however, is In the hands of Rev 
Frank Damon. Miss Whlteman Is a 
the reading room evejy night, wher< 
she teaches English to ambitious Chi 
nese, assists others in spelling an 
reading the English texts, and doe 
much for the frequenters of the read 
Ing room In a religious way. On Sat 
urday evening religious services ar 
held, which are usually attended by E 
large number of Chinese, although 
Japanese are now and then to b 
found in the audience. Services ar 
also held on Sunday afternoons. 
Miss Whiteman is greatly intereste 
In her work among the various race 
that frequent the library-. The veries 
heathen is as welcome there as tb 
one who has accepted the word of Goc 
Chinese who have become educatec 
and Christianized are valuable assist 
ants, and do much to bring heathen 
Chinese under the Christian banner.

incorporated company organized under 
the laws of Foreign Countries and car- 
rying on business in this Territory, la 
called to the following sections of Act 
45 of the Session Laws of 1898: 


Section 1. Every corporation or In- 


corporated company formed «,nd or- 
ganized undergbe laws of any foreign 
state, which may be desirous of car- 
rying on business In this Territory and 
to take, hold and convey real estate 
therein, shall file in the offitee 'of the 
Treasurer- 


1 A certified copy of the charter or 


act of Incorporation of such corpora- 
tion or company; 


2 The names of the officers thereof; 
3. The name of som* person upon 


whom legal notices and process from 
the Courts of this Territory may be 
served ; 


4 A certified copy of the by-laws 


of such corporation or company. 


Section 2. Every such corporation or 


company on complying with the provi- 
sions of Section 1 of this Act and pay- 
ing to the Treasurer a fee of Fifty Dol- 
lars, shall, subject to the provisions of 
Section 5 thereof, have the same pow- 
ers and privileges and subject to the 
same disabilities as are by law con- 
ferred on corporations constituted under 
the laws of this Territory and shall, for 
the purposes for which they shall be 
constituted, have full power to hold, 
take and convey by way of sale, _mort- 
gage or otherwise, real, personal and 
mixed estate in this Territory. Pro- 
vided always that the purposes fot 
which such corporation or company 
shall be constituted shall not be repug- 
nant to or in conflict with any law of 
this Territory. Provided further that 
nothing herein contained shall be con- . 
strued to give any such corporation or 
company any of the special powers con- 
ferred by law upon railroad or banking 
corporations constituted under the laws 
of this Territory. 


Section 3. Every such corporation or 


company carrying on business In the 
Hawaiian Islands, shall on the first day 
of July of each year, file with 
the 


Treasurer, a statement of all matters 
which are or may be required by law 
to be filed by Hawaiian corporations. 


Section 4 The said Treasurer shall 


have power at any time either by him- 
self or by one or more commissioners 
appointed by him. to call for the pro- 
duction of the books and papers of any 
foreign corporation doing business In 
the Hawaiian Islands, and to examine 
sits officers, members and others touch- 
Ing its affairs, under bath, and the said 
Treasurer may.

A new committee was then Ap- 
pointed to secure relief from another 
evil, namely .the present expense and 
wearisome delays In loading and un- 
loading freights from Island steamers, 
and It was decided to ask that the 
wharves be covered and warehouses 
built for the better accommodation of 
shippers. 
It had been intended also to take up 


the matter of an appeal in the income 
tax case, and discuss the advisability of 
inter-island cable communication upon 
the completion, of the proposed Pacific 
cable.but owing to the prolonged discus- 
sion of -the shipping report, this was 
postponed until some later date. The

Systematic Thefts 


From Cargoes 
'Discovered, 


'British coal cargo ships from New- 
castle, consigned by James and Alex- 
ander Brown, hate been systematically 
robbed during the discharge of tbe coal 
a» Honolulu for the past year, and an 
investigation has been under way for 
some time to ferret out the methods 
employed by those suspected of being 
at the bottom of the steal.. The figures 
of the welghed-in coal as obtained from 
the Newcastle scales and those ob- 
tained on the Honolulu scales have In 
many cases shown such startling dis- 
crepancies that the matter was put 
into the hands of competent men and 
every ship discharging coal has been 
under the surveillance of detectives. 
The comparison of the scale weights 
indicates that some of the vessels have 
been robbed of as much as fifty tons, 
calculated weights, the figures rang- 
ing down to five tons. It is known 
that this coal so stolen has been hawk- 
ed about the city and sold in gunny- 
sacks of the average weight of 100 
pounds to the bag, and the agents here 
assert that there are at least fifty per- 
sons who are in the habit of receiving 
and paying for this coal, at a price far 
below that at which it cojild be sold 
by.trte. consignees. 


Ctrff of the ships which lost 
tbe 
greatest amount of coal was the James 
TufflK-which is supposed to be a loser 
by'-torty-six tons. The company's coal 
is oW&lned from tunnels, at Newcastle, 
is loaded into cars run on a trestle, 
weighed on the scales supervised by the 
government ofllcials, and then run out 
to trestles and dumped into chutes 
Which lead to the vessel's holds. 
In 
this manner not a pied of coal so 
weighed-in is lost. The weights thus 
obtained appear on the bills of lad- 
Ing, but they never tally at Honolulu. 
If a Newcastle vessel discharges her 
cargo at ports on the other Islands, 
the tally marks are almost identical. 
The same is true at ports in other 
countries, and the agents and-^hippers 
finally came to the conclusion that 
there was something rotten here, and 
the investigation was started. 
After 


the loss of the forty-six tons. a. watch 
was kept on other vessels, and it is 
presumed that those engaged in pilfer- 
ing wisely desisted from making at- 
tempts to steal, and the weights nearly 
agreed, and in some cases the weights 
here showed a small gain of coal dis- 
charged over the measurements given 
on the bills of lading. 
One captain 
stated that he would give a bonus :f 
a gain over the bill of lading weight 
was found. That certain cargo of coal 
showed a gain. It is also known that 
vessels discharging at the Oceanic dock 
and the coal carts from which have 
to go out to the scales near the Inter- 
Island wharf, and then discharge into 
vessels for the other Islands, 
tally 


fairly well. But ,the losses are gener- 
ally of vessels discharging on the Es- 
planade. 
It has been discovers* that the coal 
carts have had a tendency to lose much 
of the coal with which they started away 
from the vessel before Kohift 
on 
the 
scales. Even after weighing out, carts 
have been watched: carefully and ' seen 
to strike certain 
depressions 
In the 


ground, which caused big lumps of coal 
to roll off, and the same watchers have 
seen these lumps picked up by men and 
boys armed with gunny sacks. At times 
an entire cart load of coal has mysteri- 
ously failed to be discharged at the prop- 
er coal pile, and the question has arisen, 
where was It dumped? The vessels from 
Newcastle carry from 2,000 tons of coal 
up. This requires about as many thou- 
sand trips of carts to remove the coal 
from the wharf to the scales, and to the 
various coal piles. It Is in these trips 
that hundreds of pounds of coal are roll- 
ed off with premeditation until 
the 


amount rung up Into the tons. In this 
manner the company has lost thousands 
of dollars, which have been gained by 
those In the conspiracy. Not only have 
representatives of 'the foreign company 
shipping tbe coal been investigating the 
matter, but the local police officers have 
been told to keep their eyes open. 


It !s also stated by one of these coal 


men that the dust storms which sweep 
across the Esplanade have been invalua- 
ble In carrying on the operations of coal 
stealing. A trwlrl of wind around a coal 
cart gives ample opportunity for a lump 
or two to be -Jolted" off and serves also 
as a cloak for the man with the gunny 
sack. The representatives of the ship- 
ping concerns have learned on good au- 
thority, that the presence of dust On the 
Esplanade Is looked upon by these men 
as a blessing in disguise, and that they 
are fully alive to Its usefulness.

Work on Wharf is 
Now Practically 


Complete. 


Only failure to secure necessary parts 


-oftae1 fittings for the placing of the dis- 
infecting apparatus will prevent the trial 
of tb.6 plan of sulphur disinfecting upun 
the rats at the Oceanic wharf tomorrow. 
The preparation of the wharf for the test 
is practically complete, the work which 
remains to be done will be finished today, 
arid there is to be fitted to the masonry 
only a few small connections. 
The wharl has been battened all along, 


the front and ends, and temporary bulk- 
heads, which will be sufficient to prevent 
the gas from spreading all along the 
wharf, have been put in. The perfect 
cutting up of the wharf into sections, 
which could be treated separately, was 
found to be inexpedient, so it was deter- 
mined to -make the test with the tempo- 
rary timbers, providing that the gas be 
sent in when the water is at its highest 


Upon the scow which lies alongside the 


wharf Is the machine of the United 
States quarantine service, consisting of, 
an engine and a blow fan, besides the 
combustion chamber for the burning or 
thS sulphur. The connecting of the en- 
gine is practically done, but will require 
aojtne work today, and thus It appears 
probable that the first work will be done 
tomorrow morning, provided the Sierra, 
.from San Francisco, does not come to 
•(he dock before that time. la case the 
•iiher does not appear the high tide will 
be the signal for the pumping Into the» 
space beneath the dock of the sulphur 
gas., which will- be kept going until there 
appears no possible chance that there 
could be any animal life in the space 
which has been filled with the vapor. 


Before this is done, however, there will 


be made arrangements for the prevention 
of any of the rats escaping in the event

The fan blows the gas from 
the combustion chamber Into the spaco 
to be fumigated, and the speed of the 
fan gives the amount of oxygen which is 
added to the sulphur. The fan Is gener- 
ally run at the speed of 400 to 500 revolu- 
tions, which gives the necessary com- 
bination. The care which must be ex- 
ercised is due to the fact that any great- 
er amount of air introduced into 
the 


combustion 
chamber of the sulphur 


would make a combination which wiuld 
not be noxious. 


The ordinary time for the keeping ef 


the gas within a space to be fumigated 
is six hours, but here the gas Is kept on 
for a full day, so that there may be no 


both I dan^er but that It will nil every nook 
they that may be ln tne nold ot a sn'IJ or the 


underlying structural room. Tula plan 
will be followed with the docks, and 
there will be no opening of the oflor until 
a day has passed. The gas is heavier 
than air, and so will lie close to the sur- 
face of the water, and this will necessi- 
tate a continuance of the pumping in of 
the gas for a longer time than If the 
space to be fumigated wag the hold of a 
ship or a dry room.
